Water Company Says Plugs Are Not 
Located at Most Desirable Points. 
Not Kept in Repair. 


Used 
Revolver to 
Take Life. 
Well 
Known Throughout low er End of 
County. 
Born in Littlestown. 


Johnson Has Trouble in Carrying Na­ 
tive State. 
Hoover 
Surprised 
at

Worry over his 
inability to secure 
help to do his farm work is believed 
to have caused Howard M . Bange to 
end his life Tuesday morning at 
his 
farm on 
the Abbottstown ’Pike 
be­ 
tween Hanover and Abbottstown. He 
shot himself in the head with a 
.38 
calibre revolver. 
At the time of the 
shooting Mr. Bange was standing be­ 
side the spring for when he was dis­ 
covered his body was found lying in 
the water. 
The 
revolver was 
also 
found in the spring. 
No one saw hint 
commit the act. 
He was sixty three 
years old. 
Mr. Bange asked his wife to go to 
the home of Benjamin d o u s e r a short 
distance 
away, to borrow 
a shovel. 
He also requested his wife to tell Mr. 
; d o u se r to come over at onci. Shortly 
afterward Mrs. Bange returned to her 
home 
alone and 
was unable to find 
her husband. 
Mr. d o u s e ’ was called 
ito assist. 
After a thorough 
search 
of the 
buildings 
they went 
to 
the 
spring and were horrified to find the 
body of Mr. Bange lying in the water 
submerged except one foot which was 
resting on a board at the side of the 
spring. 
His hat was 
lying on 
the 
grass nearby. 
When it had been ascertained that 
Mr. 
Bange had 
shot himself 
Mr. 
d o u se r searched in the spring for the 
weapon and soon found it. 
He states 
that three discharged cartridges were 
in the barrel, together with two other 
I cartridges. 
However, Mr. Bange had 
shot himself once, this bullet passing 
; clear 
through 
his 
head, 
and 
Mr. 
'd o u s e r stated that it is his opinion 
that 
the other 
two cartridges 
had 
been discharged at a previous time. 
As far as is known Mr. Bange left 
no note to explain his deed. 
Wheth­ 
er or not he gave any intimation dur­ 
ing the past several days ‘hat he con­ 
templated 
such an 
aet is also 
not 
known. 
The fact that 
he was dead 
soon spread among his many friends 
in that section and the report came as 
a shock to them. 
Mr. Bange 
for many years was a 
telegrapher 
in the 
employ of 
the 
Western Maryland Railway and later 
conducted a brokerage office 
in Han­ 
over. 


Mr. Bange was born in L ittletow n 
and 
was 
the 
son of 
Henry 
and 
Rachael Bange. 
He resided in Han­ 
over 
most of -his life. 
Three years 
ago 
he moved to 
his farm . 
He is 
survived 
by his wife, who

one sister, Miss 
Sarah, all of 
Han­ 
over.
